Ibe  fibtlowiflg  is  the  addrefs  of 
his  excellency  the  Governor,  to 
toth  Houfes  of  the  Legislature 
in  the  Senate  Chamber,  on  Wed- 
nefday,  .November  6th  1793. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  hnd  of  the 
ttaufe  of  Rept  efentatives  : 

"The  violent  and  gene- 
r.d  attack  made  by  the  In- 
dian i  laft  fpring  on  the 
frontiers  of  this  ltate,  obli- 
ged me  to  order  a  confider- 
a^ble  number  of  guards  and 
fhout .  mtofervice.  As  the/ 
1  were  called  under  the  po  w- 
er;; given  me  for  that  pur- 
pdfebythe  General  Gov- 

•  ermnent,  it  will  only  be  ne- 

-  ce  1 ary  for  thi ;  ltate  to  make  • 
provifion  Ebr  the  additional 
ttay  allowed  to  its  militia, 
wjlen  called  incothe  fer- 
^ipe  of  the  United  States. 
The  amount  of  this  charge, 

,  ah'ao'  conf.derable  when 
compared  with  our  fmall 

'refources,  will  I  trull,  be 

.  cheerfully  provided  for 
fr  >.n  the  neceffity  of  the 
meafur-c,  and  from  a  proper 
fenfe  of  the  fituation  of  luch 
of  onr-fellow  citii  ms,  as  are 
flajly  expofed  to  the  ravages 

•  cf  a  barbarous  enemy.  In 
come  .pence  of  their  depre- 
dations, I  made  leveral  re- 
prefentations  to  the  General 

.  Government,  Mating  the 
frequenwRroad  ;  of  the  In- 
dians into  this  State,  the  de- 
fenceleA  fituation  of  our 
frontiers,  the  ineiheacy  of 
tlie  meafures  which  had 
been  hitherto  ufedfor  their 
defence,  and  my  opinion, 
b/  which  a  more  real  pro- 
tection could  be  afforded  to 
this  country.  To  thefe 
communications  I  received 
an  a nf wet  from  the  fecre- 
t  try  of  W  ar,  by  order  of  the 
Prefident  of  the  United 
States,  a-Furing  me  that  the 

. -Frelident  was  fully  convin- 
ced of  the  propriety  of  im- 
parting; to  all  the  expofed 
part;  of  the  frontiers,  the 
tnpft  ample  protection  a- 
gainft  the  hoftile  incurfions 
of  the  ravages  ;  and  that  if 
the  efforts  which  were  then 


making  to  bring  about  a 
general  peace  with  the  In- 
dians, failed  of  fuccefs,  that 
effectual  meafures  would  be 
uiedto  demonltrate  to  them 
the  power  of  the  United 
States  to"  punilh  their  cruel 
depredations.  Copies  of 
thefe  papers  will  be  laid  be- 
fore you  for  your  further 
information  on  this  fubject. 

"  Having  been  auth orii- 
ed  by  the  Frefident  of  the 
United  States,  to  eftablifh 
two  Block  houfes  on  the 
Wilderdefs  road  leading  to 
the  Holflon  fettlements, 
provided  they  could  be  gar- 
riibned  by  militia,  to  be 
continued  in  fervice  for  a- 
ny  length  of  time  not  ex- 
ceeding fix  months,  and  to 
be  entitled  to  the  fame  nay 
and  rations,  as  the  troops  of 
the  United  States  ;  I  conu- 
dered  the  rendering  of  this 
road  fafe  fo  important  to 
this  State,  as  to  make  the 
eitablifliment  of  thefe  potts 
a  ddifcable  object.  But  I 
found  that  it  would  be  very 
diaicult  to  erlabiiih  and  re- 
lieve thefe  garifons  with 
militia,  under  the  prefent 
militia  lavv ;  ami  that  it 
would  be  impracticable  to 
procure  men  to  engage  in 
that  fervice  voluntarily,  for 
the  pay  and  radons  allowed 
the  troops  of  the  United 
States.  Under  thefe  cir~ 
cumftancc;,  I  judged  it 
molt  proper  to  appoint  two 
officers  to  cnhlt  the  num- 
berof  men  neceffary  for  this 
(ervice,  for  the  term  of  fix 
mouths,  and  to  give  it  as 
my  opinion,  that  there  was 
no  doubt  but  that  they 
would  be  allowed  by  the 
State  the  fame  additional 
pay  that  they  would  have 
Li  .  en  entitled  to  if  they  had 
been  called  out  as  militia. 
And  the  men  have  been  raif- 
ed  under  an  expectation 
that  they  would  receive  this 
additional  allowance.  From 
the  importance  of  the  fer^- 
vice  which  they  render ; 


from  the  real  faying  which 
will  a  rife  from  this  mode  in 
preference  to  that  of  call- 
ing out  the  militia;  and  from 
the  impracticability  of  keep- 
ing up  thefe  polls  with  mili- 
tia. I  have  no  doubt  that 
proviflon  will  be  made  for 
the  additional  pay  to  thofe 
who  have  been  employed. 
If  the  legiflature  wifli  to 
have  thofe  polls  kept  up  af- 
ter the  time  for  which 
thofe  men  are  now  engag- 
ed, it  will  be  neceffary  to 
make  provifion  by  law  for 
the  additional  pay  to  be 
allowed  to  thofe  garrifons 
in  future. 

"  My  great  folicitude  that 
the  Judiciary  mould  be 
placed  on  a  proper  cftablifh- 
ment,  will  plead  my  excufe 
for  again  calling  the  atten- 
tion of  the  legiilature  to 
that  fubject.  The  prefent 
fituation  of  the  Judges  of 
the  court  of  Oyer  and  Ter- 
miner requiring  your  moft 
ferious  confideration ;  it  is 
unpoilible  to  expect,  that 
Judges  poffelfed  of  the  ne- 
ceiiary degree  of  integrity, 
knowledge  and  independ- 
ence, will  long  hold  thefe 
offices  for  the  inadequate 
compenfation  now  allowed 
them  by  law  ;  fome  recent 
events  which  have  taken 
place  in"  this  State,  mult 
fully  evince  the  neceflity  of 
having  our  fuprerna;  court 
of  criminal  jurifdiction  fill- 
ed with  judges,  properly 
qualified  to  difcharge  the 
duties  of  that  important 
truir. 

"  The  act  pa -Ted  at  the 
Iaftfeflion  of  the  General 
A  ffembly,  for  regulating  the 
fees  of  county  court  Jufii- 
Ces,  has  been  found  to  ope- 
rate to  die  epprefiion  of  the 
pooreft,  and  inoft  improvi- 
dent part  of  our  fellow  citi- 
zens. I  have  no  doubt 
therefore,  that  it  will  be  a- 
mended,  fo  as  to  remove 
ail  juft  caufe  of  complaint 
refpecting  it. 


"The  fituation  of  this 
country,  feems  to  require  a 
pecu'ir/  attention  to  our 
infection  laws,  theexpence 
that  mult  be  incurred,  from 
the  great diftance  which  our 
commodities  have  to  be 
tranfported  to  market,  can 
be  made  good  to  the  expor- 
ter, fo  as  to  enable  him  to 
give  the  farmer  an  ade- 
quate price  for  them;  only 
by  the  fuperiority  cf  their 
quality.  I  fubmit  to  your 
conhderation,  whether  ir. 
would  not  be  better  to 
pafs  pbin  and  inert  lav/", 
for  this  purpofe,  actapi  : 
to  the  circumftances  cf  this 
State,  than  to  rely  on  the 
lengthy  and  complieatcd 
acts  of  Virginia,  whiqfci  are 
not  fhited  to  our  fituatibn, 
and  which  are  in  theh T.d; 
of  only  a  few  of  our  ft '  1 0  «r 
citizens. 

"  I  have  appointed  five 
Directors  of  the  public 
buildings  ;  alio  an  Agent  to 
receive  from  the  Lc-  od -Of- 
fice in  Virginia,  the  origi- 
nal papers  on  which  the  ti- 
tles to  land  in  this  State- 
depend  ;  and  two  perfens  to 
examine  the  Surveyor's  Of- 
fices of  the  State,  and  Con- 
tinental lines,  as  directe 
by  a  refoliition  and  two  af  is 
of  the  laft  General  Affamr 
bl)^.  It  will  therefore  be 
neceffary  for  the  legiflatiire, 
now  to  fix  on  a  proper  al- 
lowance to  be  made  for 
thole  fervices.

r©2.   The  national  treafury  is 
the  central  point  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  republic. 

103.  It  is  fuperintended  by  ref- 
ponlibie  agents  appointed  by  the 
executive  council. 

104.  The  conduct  of  thefe  agents 
is  inspected  by  commilhoncrs  ap- 
pointed by  the  legillatuie,  taken 
from  among  the  mafs  of  citizens, 
and  refponfibic  for  fuch  abufes  as 
they  do  not  denounce. 

Of  Accounts. 
ICS-  The  accounts  of  the  agents 
of  the  national  treafury  and  of  the 
adminillrators  of  public  money 
are  an  lally  rendered  to  refponfi- 
ble  commiifioncrs  named  by  the 
executive  counciL 

106.  The  proceedings  of  thefe 
agents  are  infpected  by  commilii- 
oners  appointed  by  the  legillatui  e 
from  among  the  mafr-  of  citizens, 
and   refponfible  for  fuch  abufes 

■  and  errors  as  they  do  not  de- 
nounce. The  legiflutive  body  fi- 
nally fettles  accounts. 

Of  the  Forces  of  the  Republic. 

107.  The  general  force  of  the 
Republic  confifts  of  the  whole 
people. 

10ft.  The  republic  has  under 
pay  in  time  of  peace,  an  armed 
force  by  fea  and  land. 

iao.  All  Frenchmen  are  foldi- 
ers  ;  they  are  all  exercifed  in  the 
management  of  arms. 

110.  There  is  no  commander  in 
chief. 

111.  The  difference  between 
grades,  their  dillinguilhing  marks 
and  fubordinatiou  only  fubfift  in 
relation  to  u-hd  during  actual  fer- 
vice. 

112.  The  public  force  employed 
to  maintain  order  and  internal 
peace  only  acts  upon  the  requiiiti- 
on,  in  writing  of  the  conftituted 
authorities. 

113.  The  public  force  when  em- 
ployed again4!  external  enemies 
adts  under  the  direction  of  the 
executive  council.  . 

114.  No  armed  body  deliberate.

115.  If  in  a  majority  of  the  de-

lative body  convoke  the  primary 
aliemblies  of  the  Republic,  to  de- 
termine whether  there  fhall  be  a 
National  Convention.

They  do  not  fuffer  other  nations 
to  meddle  with  theirs. 

170,  They  hold  out  an  afylum 
to  foreigners  banilhed  from  their 
country  for  thtir  love  of  liberty. 
They  refufe  ar.a'dyluin  to  tyrants. 


I2T.  They  Vv ill  not  make  peace 
wih  an  enemy  that  occupies  part 
of  the  territory  of  the  Republic. 
£    The  guarantee  of  Rights. 
T22  The  sonftituion  guarantees 
to  every  Frenchman  equality,  li- 
berty, feenrity  and  property,  the 
public  debt,  the  free   exercife  of 
religious  worlhip,  and  education, 
public  fiiccours,  the  rndifinitive li- 
berty of  the  prefs,  the  rig'ir  of 
petitioning,  the  right  of  ailembl  ing 
in  popular  focieties,  the  enjoyment 
of  the  rights  of  Man.

124.  The  declaration  of  rightg 
and  the  conftitutional  act  is  en- 
graved on  tables,  in  the  centre  of 
the  legiflative  hall,  and  on  all  pub- 
lic fquarcs.

They  are 
both  ffcrongly  fortified,  and  would 
occupy  zoo  much  time  in  their 
reduction. 

Atigult  2.  The  fiege  of  Valen- 
ciennes was  forty-four  day."  con- 
tinuance. The  place  was  invert- 
ed on  the  23d  of  May,  the  day  the 
Allies  took-  poflerRcn  of  the 
heights  of  Famars;  the  trenches 
were  opened  againft  it  on  the  14th 
of  June,  and  the  batteries  of  the- 
firll  paralcl  oh  the  18th. 

Auzuft  6.  On  Thurfday  his 
Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York 
gave  a  grand  dinner  at  his  head 
Quarters,  to  a  vail  number  of  gc^

That  he  placed  none  but  fuf- 
picious  thaiacters  at  ihe  head  of 
the  different  corps  under  his  or- 
ders, that  he  might  be  able  to  imi- 
ate  Dumourier,  if  he  had  remain: 
rcd  in  his  poll. 


.  That  he  made  papiHots  of  the- 
dtci-^es  cF  the  Convention,  ar.d 
ni  icflcd  the  national  con>°roin)&cn« 
cr  Ctliiot,  for  having  diflributeel 
amorfg  the  tioops  the  journal  of 
the  mountain. 

That,  whenever  he  jdeafed,  he 
difarmed  filch  rfhis  tioops  as  did 
not  cmbiace  his  \iews,  to  arm  thofe 
who  cipoufed  his  caufe,  and  exer» 
cifed  the  power  of  life  and  death 
over  his  foldiers. 

That  he  abandoned  Ments  to  its 
fate,  though  he  had  offered,  with 
his  head,  to  anfwer  for  its  fafety, 
and  weakened  the  army  deftineq 
for  it">  relief,  under  pretence  of 
raifins  the  liege  of  Conde,  vhich 
he  futtered  to  be  taken,  and  of  Va- 
lenciennes, for  the  fucccrur  of 
w  hich-  he  did  not  make  the  icafi: 
effort. 

That  he  was  at  Pari3,  and  heltl 
conferences  with  Bourncnville, 
while  Dumourier  was  confuro mat- 
ing the  moft  infamous  piece  of 
treachery. 

That  he  offered  to  become  the 
dictator  of  France,  and  adopted 
the  rone  and  ftyle  of  Buzot,  Verg- 
niau,  Brillbr,  and  others,  againft 
the  anarchifts,diibrganiieis,  clubs, 
Marat,  aiid  the  mountain. 

That  on  his  own  authority,  and 
without  a  trial,  he  ordered " three 
volunteers  to  be  fhot,  under  pre- 
tence of  their  having  committed 
robbery. 

That  he  laviflied  praife  upon 
the  defpot  of  Berlin,  who  is  ltill 
daily  (bedding  dreams  of  French 
blood  ;  and  informed  the  enemy 
of  the  plans  of  the  republican  ar- 
my, before  they  were  executed 

That  he  encouraged  all  the  arif- 
tocrats,  aiid  difgulted  all  the  pa- 
triots— fopported  every  ill-difpof- 
ed  perfon,  and  molefted  the  Sans 
Colottes,  perfecuted  the  minifter 
Boucliotte,  asDumourier  didPache 
becaufe  Bouchotte  followed  the 
footftcps  of  Pache— and  endeavor- 
ed todifplace  general  ITouchai  d. 

That  he  fallely  announced  the 
capture  of  Conde,  with  a  view  to 
favor  the  infurrcction  which  was 
intended  to  be  raifed  on  the  14th 
of  July,  by  the  confrrii  ators  againft 
the  members  of  the  mountain. 

And  that  he  w  rote  a  billet  to  the 
commandant  at  Mentz'to  furien- 
der.
